EXPLOSION OF THE STEAMER V. N. BAR- 


LOW !'—TAree Live* Lott! .'—About half past 
eleven o'clock this forenoon, jost as the steam- 
er Barlow was leaving the dnck,one of her boil- 
en exploded with terrible effect, instantly kill- 
ing two men, one a deok band, named Frede- 
rick Goor, the otber a fireman, named Battier 
Geigvr. 
Goor waa blown overboard, badly 


scalded, and sunk immediately. Geiger was in 
th« fire-hold at th« time of the accident, and the 
force of the explosion drove his body to the ex- 
treme bow of the boat, under the main deck, 
scalded and mangled in the most shocking man- 
ner.
